PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
BASED ON FAILURE TO RECEIVE OFFICE ACTION

Dear Sir: 

In response to the Notice of Abandonment dated October 24, 2002, applicant 
hereby petitions the Office to withdraw the holding of abandonment based on failure to 
receive a pending Office Action, and requests that the Office Action be remailed. 

The Notice of Abandonment indicates that an Office Action dated March 15, 

2002 was issued in the above captioned patent application by examiner Lawrence D. 

Ferguson. However, counsel for applicant never received this Office Action. A search of 

the file jacket and docket records by Liniak, Berenato & White indicates that the Office 

Action was never received. A copy of the docket record where the nonreceived Office 

Action would have been received and docketed is attached as Exhibit A. Note that the 

docket record is only a one-page entry screen after the file was received from the law

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firm of Marshall, Gerstein & Borun, the previous counsel for applicants. Liniak, 
Berenato & White entered the application into its docket record on July 19, 2002 (as 
indicated in the lower right-hand corner of the docket record screen printout). No other 
entries were made into the docket record before or after the initial entry. 

In addition, an affidavit by Lily Liang, docket clerk for Liniak, Berenato & White 
at the time the Office Action was allegedly mailed, is attached as Exhibit B. Ms. Liang 
certifies that she never received and docketed the subject Office Action. 

A copy of the docket records of Marshall, Gerstein & Borun from March 2002 to 
April 2002 where the nonreceived Office Action would have been received and docketed 
is also attached as Exhibit C. Note that their docket record indicates that the file was 
transferred on April 17, 2002. No other entries were made after this date. In addition, an 
affidavit by the docket clerk of Marshall, Gerstein & Borun is also attached as Exhibit D, 
wherein their docket clerk certifies that the subject Office Action was never received and 
docketed. Furthermore, there is no indication that any other Office Communications 
were received and forwarded to Liniak, Berenato & White after April 17, 2002, as 
certified by Richard von Hoist, Docket Manager. 

Counsel for applicant asserts that neither applicant's current counsel (Liniak, 
Berenato & White) nor applicant's previous counsel (Marshall, Gerstein & Borun) 
received the Office Action dated March 15, 2002. This is supported by the docket 
records of both firms, as well as the certifications of the docket clerks of both firms. 
Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the Office Action be remailed, and the Notice 
of Abandonment be withdrawn.
